CAUSES SOME ANXIETY 


Carranza Refuses to Agree to 


Neutral Zone Plan. 
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Mexico City, 
May 2.—Jose 
Ixipez Portilla y Rojas, Mexi­ 
can foreign minister, has re­ 
signed. 
Esteva Ruz, under sec­ 
retary to the foreign office, also 
resigned. 
No official statement 
has been given with regard to 
their resignations. 
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Washington, May 2.—Carranza has 
declined to enter into any agreement 
with Huerta for the neutralization of 
the oil well zone near Tampico. The 
Constitutionalist chieftain has notiffed 
the state department of the stand 
taken by him in the matter. 
Carranza’s refusal is important as 
affecting the immediate situation at 
Tampico, but to officials in Washing­ 
ton it has a broader and more im­ 
pressive significance. 
It is regarded 
here as a blow to the hopes of the 
South American mediators for any 
agreement between Huerta and Car­ 
ranza for a suspension of hostilities 
pending an effort to adjust Mexicos 
internal differences. 
It means that 
any efforts which the mediators may 
"make 
toward 
adjusting the funda­ 
mentals of the Mexican situation prob­ 
ably will have to be taken with the 
jgrces of Carranza and Huerta still 
firing at each other in the field. 
This, of course, will greatly increase 
the difficulties.in a situation that al­ 
ready seems next to hopeless. 


Retards Work of Mediators. 


Until Carranza can be persuaded to 
modify his attitude the real work of 
the mediators is likely to be restrict­ 
ed to the perfecting of a settlement 
of the acute situation between the 
United States and Huerta. 
That will 
go on regardless of the unfavorable 
development that has come in the ef­ 
fort to bring about an understanding 
between Carranza and Huerta. 
The reply received from Carranza 
was exactly what observers in W ash­ 
ington have been led to expect by the 
developments of the last forty-eight 
hours. 
It was apparent that the me­ 
diators 
were worried greatly over 
the failure of Carranza to come for­ 
ward with a consent to suspend hos­ 
tilities in Mexico pending the me­ 
diation effort. 
The South American 
diplomats who have undertaken the 
peace program were absolutely at a 
standstill 
owing 
to 
Carranza’s 
ap­ 
parent indifference. 
• As yet the representatives of the 
A. B. C. governments have received 
no direct response from Carranza in 
reference to the 
suggestion 
of 
an 
armistice with Huerta, but his reply 
to the United States was regarded as 
foreshadowing 
an 
unfavorable 
re­ 
sponse to the mediators. 
Carranza’s attitude is all the more 
significant in view of the fact that 
Huerta was willing to agree to the 
neutralization suggestion of the Unit­ 
ed States. 


Far From Plain Sailing. 


Again, Secretary Bryan has found 
himself rejected in the house of his 
friends. 
Carranza’s refusal following 
so closely on his recent warning to 
the United States against the occu­ 
pation of Vera Cruz indicates that 
this government still has far from 
plain sailing in its dealings with its 
friends in the north of Mexico. 
This 
goveqpment 
has 
been very 
eager to bring about a neutralization 
agreement for the Tampico oil fields. 
The gushers outside of Tampico are 
owned by British, American and Ger­ 
man interests and the strongest kind 
of pressure has been brought on the 
United States to land forces for the 
protection of these wells. It has been 
pointed out that one of these great 
gushers if it should be allowed to run 
wild and should be fired, might de­ 
stroy all of Tampico and the shipping 
In the harbor 
The oil, it is said, 
would flow down the river and cause 
£ conflagration. 
The more important of the oil wells 
are located about twenty miles from 
the city of Tampico and it has been 
the contention of Secretary Bryan that 
a neutral zone could be established 
for their protection without interfer­ 
ing with the campaign of the Constitu­ 
tionalists to take the city itself.

San Diego, Cal., May 2.— Two hun­ 
dred 
and 
fifty-nine 
refugees 
from 
Mexico reached here on board the 
German steamer Marie, which left the 
Mexican port of Manzanillo April 25. 
The majority are from Guadalajara 
and tributary territory, the others 
coming from Colima and Manzanillo. 
There are 127 men, sixty women and 
J seventy-two children. 
I 
The feeling against Americans was 
I so intense that the majority of the 
refugees from Guadalajara and Coli­ 
ma were forced to seek the protection 
of the British consuls and were given 
shelter in the consulates. Anti-Ameri­ 
can demonstrations were held at fre­ 
quent intervals, the Mexican press was 
given over to alarming reports and 
editorials, 
insults 
were 
hurled 
at 
Americans in the streets and threats 
of wholesale assassination were made. 
Antonio del Cadillo, governor of the 
state of Colima, concluded a speech 
inciting Mexicans to take up arms 
with the exclamation: 
“ Death to the gringos!” 
In Guadalajara. H. L. Percy, a Ixia 
Angeles mining man, entering a store 
there to make purchases, was chased 
out by the Mexican proprietor. In the 
street the Mexican yelled: 
“ Mexicans, here is a Yankee. 
Kill 
him !” 


Forced to Run For H it Life. 


A crowd started after Percy and he 
was forced to run for his life. 
He 
finally gained the hotel where IOO oth­ 
er Americans were waiting to take 
the train for Manzanillo. 
W hile refugees from Guadalajara 
were at the wharf what wag thought 
to be an American warship was sight­ 
ed. 
A Mexican wearing a Red Cross 
badge rushed into the American con­ 
sulate, tore from the walls two large 
American flags and carried them out­ 
side, where Mexicans tore them into 
strips, spat upon them, stamped on 
them and then set fire to them. 
As 
they were burning a Mexican flag was 
waved over them. 
The wharf was cleared preparatory 
to blowing it up with dynamite and 
the Americans there were marched to 
the consulate. 
The refugees who ar­ 
rived assert a massacre of the Ameri­ 
cans was regarded as a certainty if 
the vessel had been a warship. 
They 
declare the consulate previously had 
been mined. When it was determined 
that the ship was not a United States 
war vessel the Americans were re­ 
leased. 


Anti-American 
Demonstrations. 


Military escorts were provided on 
the 
trains 
carrying 
refugees from 
Guadalajara and Colima, but the sol­ 
diers made no efforts to stop anti- 
American demonstrations at the sta­ 
tions en route. 
The Americans were 
searched by officers and all firearms 
and silver money in their possession 
were confiscated. W hile /one of the 
trains bearing refugees from Guadala­ 
jara was at the station of Zacoalco 
an American flag was torn into bits 
and burned and insults and threats of 
death were shouted at the unarmed 
Americans. 
The trains were stoned 
repeatedly. 
The 
American 
refugees 
believed 
that a transport or other vessel, sent 
by the American government, would 
meet them at Manzanillo, but found 
that no provision for removing them 
from the country had been made. 
The German steamer Marie, a IO, 
000-ton boat, under charter to a Chi­ 
nese company for transportation of 
Chinese coolies and having 282 Chi­ 
nese on board, was the only foreign 
vessel in the harbor. 
Captain David­ 
son unhesitatingly placed his ship at 
the disposal of the Americans when 
informed that their lives were in dan­ 
ger, exacting no agreement as to pay­ 
ment for service. 


KENYON OBJECTS TO FUNDS 


Iowa Senator Would Dissolve Educa­ 
tional Board. 


Washington, May 2.— Senator Ken­ 
yon introduced a bill to repeal the 
act incorporating the general educa­ 
tion board, to which John D. Rocke­ 
feller contributed $42,000,000 in 1903 
for carrying on farm demonstration 
and other educational work. 
Among 
contributions to the board was more 
than $2,000,000 worth of stock in the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company, now 
involved in the coal strike, which has 
resulted in sending of United States 
troops to Colorado.

Washington. May 2.—[Speeinl.]—It is 
going to be a long war in the opinion 
of mea in a iKxsition to judge of all 
the conditions. 
In the first place, the 
present administration Will not recog- j 
nize Huerta, aud It will be a long tim e1 
before Huerta can be displaced, al- J 
though it bas been the hope of the ad­ 
ministration 
for 
the 
past 
thirteen 
months that he would have to give up 
his position because the United States 
government failed to recognize him. 
It will be a long war because the va­ 
rious factions of Mexico cannot be 
brought together, and meanwhile the 
United States will have to continue in 
control of Mexico. 
That a guerrilla 
warfare will be kept up os long as the 
United Stntes is in that country is an­ 
other prediction by those who under­ 
stand the Mexican character. 


A Gloomy Outlook. 
It is a rather gloomy outlook which 
the majority of the people have of the 
situation that has developed, and opin­ 
ion Is divided as to whether the Unit­ 
ed States can ever retire from Mexico,; 
having once entered that country by 
force. 
The distracted condition of the 
people, their poverty, the ability of 
many bunds to maintain themselves in 
the mountains and Jungles of Mexico, 
has been commented upon by army 
officers who fear that there is a possi­ 
bility of many disasters to American 
soldiers in w hich,they have no even 
chance as in a fair light against ordi . 
nary troops. 
It bus beeu pointed out that the war 
with Spain was easily terminated be-, 
cause Spain withdrew across the ocean : 
and Cuba was left under our protec-1 
tion. 
Mexico cannot withdraw, aud 
there must either l>e a Mexican gov-1 
eminent or the United States must 
control that country in the future. 
j 
Nelson’s Speech. 
Senator Nelson of Minnesota had a 
speech which was very much prolong-1 
ed on inspection and grading of grain.
